ascribed to Col. Roed, of ITibridgc, 
Mass. It first appeared on a copper 
coin struck al Newbarg, N, Y., where 
there was a private mint. The pieces 
struck are dated 17SO. In 1787 the 
motto appeared on several types of the 
N'ew Jersey coppers, alto on • very 
curious gold doubloon, nr Hiteen-dolUr 
piece, coined by a goldsmith named 
urashcr. It wai there put llnum K 
I'luribun. Only four of thc»e pieces are 
known to be eitant, and they arc very 
valuable. One of them, in possession 
>i the Mint, is supposed to lie worth 
over 11,000. 
When Kentucky wa.i ad- 


mitted, in 17!)1, it is said copper coins 
were struck with K Pluribui I'num. 
They were made in Kngland, Tho act 
of Congress of 17112, authorizing the es- 
tablishment of a Mint, and the coinage 
nf gold, silver, and copper, did not prc- 
teribe 
this motto, nor wax it ever 


legalised. It wat placed on gold coins 
in 1796, and on silver coint iu 17D8. 
It WM constantly used thereafter until 
1831; when it was withdrawn from the 
quarter-dollar of new device. 
In 18.14 


it wa« dropped from gold coins to mark 
the coinage in the standard fineness of 
of the coin. In 1837 it was dropped 
from the silver coins, marking the era of 
the reviled Mint Code. 
It has been 


thought proper to restore it recently to 
our new silver dollar, without any 
special unction of law, although the

Quickly 
the whole town wae aroused, and Cap- 
tain Ilagkine came up before the horse- 
men got away, and, aeixing one horse by 
the bridle ordered the rider to dien.ount. 
Several revolver snaps were exchanged, 
the weapons not discharging, when the 
horsemen dismounted and 
flod.

large posse at once made pursuit, and, a 
few miles distant, one of the mob was 
captured, who had been thrown from his 
horse. 
He was brought back, and upon
